But 
Ed Wood, which covers four years in the mid-’50s when the 
director made his landmark films, doesn't mock the man's pri- 
vate or professional choices. “I think Ed was as much an artist 
as anyone in the industry," says Depp. *With what he had 
available—which was not a lot of money, and not the greatest 
actors—he made good films. He stayed true to himself." 

It took practice for Depp to be true to Wood. “Га get home, 
put a slip on, some high heels, hang out,” he recalls. “Wearing 
bullet bras, garters, the whole shebang has given me newfound

THE MASK on CD-ROM? It doesn't exist yet, but we asked Mike Werb, the 
movie's scripter, to test-drive STORYVISION (310-392-5090, $199), new PC soft- 
ware to help write an original interactive program.
